SUBJECT: SOVIET TU-95 DEPLOYMENT 

1 . DURING 90-MINUTE MEETING WITH GUINEAN AMBASSADOR- 
DESIGNATE KOUROUMA JANUARY 28, AMBASSADOW UNDERLINED 
HIS DISAPPOINTMENT AND CONCERN THAT SOVIET ELECTRONIC 
SURVEILLANCE AIRCRAFT HAD RETURNED TO CONAKRY 27 JANUARY 
FOR 18TH DEPLOYMENT. AMBASSADOR TOLD KOUROUMA THAT 
GUINEA'S CONTINUED SUPPORT OF SOVIET MILITARY RECON- 
NAISSANCE US FLEET WAS BOUND TO HAMPER HIS MISSION IN 
WASHINGTON. 

2. KOUROUMA PARROTED NOW-CLASSIC GOG LINE A) THAT GUINEA 
WAS TOTALLY NONALIGNED AND WOULD NEVER FACILITATE 
ESPIONNAGE BY ONE GREAT POWER AGAINST ANOTHER, B) THAT SOVIET 
DEPLOYMENTS WERE NEEDED TO PROTECT GUINEA FROM MERCENARY 
ATTACK FROM IVORY COAST AND SENEGAL (WHICH ALL THE MORE 
MENACING AFTER COTONOU "INVASION"), C) THAT U.S. 

HAD FAILED TO PROVIDE SECURITY GUARANTY GUINEA NEEDED 
AND D) THAT SINCE BILATERAL RELATIONS DEPENDED UPON 
REPORTING BY EMBASSIES AMBASSADOR MUST HAVE FAILED TO 
EXPLAIN GUINEAN POINT OF VIEW TO WASHINGTON. KOUROUMA 
SAID (IN GREAT CONFIDENCE*) THAT GOG HAS CONFRONTED 
SOVIETS WITH US ALLEGATIONS AND THAT SOVIETS HAS ASSURED 
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GOG THE BEARS WERE NOT REPEAT NOT SURVEILLING US FLEET. 

KOUROUMA ENDED WITH FLIMSY, VAGUE EFFORT TO RELATE BEAR 
DEPLOYMENTS TO INDEPENDENCE STRUGGLE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

3. AMBASSADOR SAID US GOVERNMENT MUST BASE ITS JUDGMENTS 
AND ACTIONS ON ESTABLISHED FACTS. BEARS FROM CONAKRY WERE 
REGULARLY SIGHTED BY ELEMENTS US FLEET THOUSANDS OF MILES 
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FROM GUINEA. WE HAD REPEATEDLY INFORMED GOG OF OUR 
CONCERN AND HAD REQUESTED THAT THESE DEPLOYMENTS BE HALTED. 
WE WERE FORCED TO CONCLUDE THAT GOG HAD DECIDED TO FOREGO 
NONALIGNMENT IN FAVOR OF MILITARY SUPPORT POLICIES 
UNFRIENDLY TO AMERICAN SECURITY INTERESTS. 

4. AFTER AN AMICABLE EXCHANGE ON SEVERAL OTHER TOPICS 
(MEMCON SEPARATELY), KOUROUMA LEFT EMBASSY FOR LUNCH WITH 
SEKOU TOURE. HE SAID HE WOULD REPORT OUR DISCUSSION 

TO PRESIDENT. 

5. COMMENT: BELIEVE IT IS MOST IMPORTANT THAT US 
MAINTAIN STERN PRESSURE ON GOG REGARDING THIS ISSUE.
